Updated and Further Information 


Registration 


All meal reservations MUST be paid in advance. If you are coming for the day only, avoid the 
hassle of paying at the registration desk and save money. Preregistration for the day only is $20 if 
mailed in advance and $25 if paid at the door for each day. Remember, if you register at the door, 
you have to fill out a registration card. If you can’t attend the dinner but wish to stay for the activities 
afterwards, the cost is $20 for each night. 

The cocktail hour is for dinner guests only. If you come for the day only, but wish to 
stay for the cocktail hour and hors d’oeuvres, add $10 to the cost. 


PACKAGE PRICES: If you come for all 4 meals (Thursday through Sunday, cost is $170 
instead of $185 ($160 for seniors). If you come for Thursday through Saturday, cost is $151 instead 
of $165 ($141 for seniors). If you come for Friday through Sunday, cost is $130 instead of $140 
($120 for seniors). Make reservations, pay early and avoid lines at the registration table. Tickets are 
not sent when you register. They are held at the door. If you want confirmation that money has been 
received, please send a SASE or e-mail address.

Rooms and Parkin 


Rooms must be reserved through the Holiday Inn-North phone number (1-973-589- 
1000. Ask to speak with Isabel and tell her you are with FOTR. You must call during busi- 
ness hours. You can also call her direct line at 1-973-854-7817. Cost of the rooms is $99.99 a 
day, regardless of the number of days or number of people in the room. A deposit might be re- 
quired (by credit card).
